All of it goes to 
the breeder, agriculturist, horticul 
turist, dairyman, poultryman, flon 
culturist and for woman's work. 
None of Ibis money is applied to 
special features. The state even does 
not pay anything toward premiums 
for pet stock. 
. . . 
The eighty-one Wisconsin fairs 


pay out a total of $228,303.37 for 
premiums. Deducting stale aid, they 
pay $o8^2o^0. 
It is interesling to nole that sev- 
enty fairs, eleven not providing 
racing programs, pay out $121,522.- 
83 for racing, and receive no stale 
aid for their feature,' 
The total receipts of the eighty- 
one fairs in 1915 were $831,297.16 
and the total disbursements $803,- 
767.63. The total rece'pts include 
in several instances money bor- 
rowed by fairs to meet deficits ow- 
ing to bad •weather and other mis- 
fortunes. 
Receipts of fairs come from gate 
receipts, entry tees, subscriptions, 
concessions, pay attractions 
and 


memberships. 
The total gate and grandstand re- 
ceipts amounted to $285,613.36.
